The scene of the accident was 
well-known tide rips off Monomoy 
which make down from Chatham 
Nantucket Sound. Last Thursday 
barges Wadena and John C. 
on the way up to Boston with cargoes of 
coal, stranded on the Shovelful Shoal about 
three-qparters of a mile off Monomoy 
Point. Since then every effort has been 
made to float the barges, and all day 
Saturday and Sunday men from Vineyard 
Haven were at work throwing coal over- 
board from beth of them. 

Last night the tug Peter C. Smith, which 
had been lying beside the barges, ran along- 
side the Wadena and told those on 
that a storm was coming on. All the 
wreckers were taken on board the tug with 
the exception of the five men who met 
their fate to-day. 

Mr. Mack, who had come on from Cleve- 
land, refused to leave, and ordered the 
Captain of the Smith to anchor near-by. 
About 8 o'clock the weather growing very 
thick, the Captain of the tug decided to run 
into Hyannis. Upon his arrival there the 
Captain of the tug tried in vain to notify 
the Monomoy life’ savers of the fact that 
there were~five men left on board the 
Wadena, whieh, being further out on the 
Shoal; was in a more dangerous place than 
the Fitzpatrick 

This forenoon Capt. Eldredge, who had 
been watching the barges very closely, 
sighted signals of distress on the Wadena. 
He got out his crew and surf boat. The 
wind was blowing nearly a gale from the 
southeast, so preparations were made to 
launch the boat on the inside of the point, 
where the water was smooth. The crew 
had no difficulty in getting her off, but 
after rounding the point it took nearly an 
hour to reach the barge. By that time the 
tide had turned to the eastward and a 
fierce cross sea had been kicked up. 

ers. Eldredge steered the lifeboat under 
the lee of the Wadena, and one after an- 
other the five men dropped into the boat. 
With the wind astern it seemed compara- 
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tively easy to gain the smooth waters be- | 


hind the point. 
turning in the rips, and Capt. Eldredge was 
constantly looking for smooth spots. When 
about half way in he thought he discovered 
one over what is called a hole, and the 
boat was sheered off for it. As she did so 
a tremendous sea caught her under the 
stern and she went over, throwing all the 
men into the water. 

Being used to the sea all the lifesavers 
clung to the boat and managed to pull the 
Wadena men along with them. An attempt 
Was made to right the boat, but although 
all lifeboats are supnlied with cork gun- 
wales they are very heavy, and being full 
of water the life savers only managed to 
oo her partially cleared. They had some 

ope, however, of reaching land, until an- 
other wave again capsized the boat. 

Mr. Mack was the first to succumb, and 
one by one they dropped away, until there 
were only four left, and these climbed on 
the bottom of the overturned boat. All 
were fearfully exhausted. The four men 
drifted down in the direction of the Fitz- 
patrick, where Capt. Mayo of that craft 
caught sight of them. With great daring, 
he dropped a dory overboard, and, jump- 
ing into it, started after the exhausted 
men. Before he reached the lifeboat, three 
of them had fallen into the sea. Ellis 
managed to hold on, and caught the rope 
which Capt. Mayo threw to him. He was 
dragged aboard, and then Capt. Mayo, be- 
ing an expert surfman, pulled around the 
point into the smooth water and landed 
the only survivor of the thirteen who 
started from the barge. 

Ellis was too exhausted to give any accu- 
rate account of his experiences for two or 
three hours aftéregetting ashore, and to- 
night, although recovering physically from 
the terrible ordeal, his mind is still per- 
plexed. 

Two men still remain on board the barge 
Fitzpatrick, but the storm to-night has 
subsided, and they are in little danger. 
Both barges may yet be saved. 

The Monomoy station to-night was with- 
out a crew, but Capt. Sparrow, the Super- 
intendent of the district, has already taken 
steps to put in a new crew.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 16.—Student 
riots here to-day, in which over 10,000 peo- 
ple participated, kept a small army of po- 
lice and cavalry busy throughout the day. 
Probably 100 arrests were made, but the re- 
pressive measures were not so strict as on 
the corresponding Sunday of 1901. While 
many persons were injured no fatalities 
were reported. 

The students placarded the city last night, 
announcing that they intended to hold a 
grievance meeting, and the authorities, tak- 
ing the hint, made extensive preparations. 
The whole police reserve was called out, 
and the entire military force was held 
ready for mobilization, cavalry patrols sup- 
plementing the mounted police. Additional 
squadrons of cavalry, light batteries of art- 
illery, and detachments of infantry were 
posted in the side streets. The crowds in- 
creased in the main thoroughfares until 
noon, when the cavalry officer in command 
of a squad in front of the Hotel d’ Europe 
begged the crowd there to disperse and go 
home. The demonstrators refused to do 
so and the mounted troops began slowly 
clearing the streets, 

At 12:30 P. M. the students attempted to 
organize a procession in front of the hotel 
mentioned, singing revolutionary songs and 
shouting ‘‘ Free Russia!’’ ‘‘ DoWn with the 
autocracy!’’ The police and cavalry then 
charged, but used only their Cossack whips 
and the flats of their sabres. Many persons 
were hurt, but only a few were seriously in- 
jured. The fighting continued during the 
remainder of the afternoon, breaking out in 
fresh places continually. One of the most 
severe fights of the day was concluded 
only a few minutes before the Czarina, in 
an open sleigh, passed the spot where it 
occurred. 

Carriages of the nobility and members of 
the imperial household were several times 
mixed up in the mélées. The authorities 
made evident efforts to prevent bloodshed, 


ful, considering the magnitude of the dem- 


onstration. 

The students of St. Petersburg on Sun- 
day, March 17, 1901, organized what was 
intended to be an imposing demonstration 
in front of the Cathedral of Our Lady of 
Kazan, the occasion being the anniversary 
of the death of a girl who committed sui- 
cide some years ago in a dungeon of the 
political prison in the Fortress of St. Peter 
and St. Paul. 

Serious rioting ensued, the students were 
attacked by Cossacks and police, and about 
800 arrests were made. 


COMMISSIONER EVANS TO QUIT. 


The President Will Give Him Another 


Position Which Will Be a 
Promotion, 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—There is no 
longer any doubt that Pension Commis- 
sioner Evans will, within the next few 
months at the latest, sever his connec- 
tion with the Pension Bureau to accept 


from the Presijent a position which will be 
a substantial promotion, but which has not 
yet been definitely serected. It is well 
known that Mr. Evans has the entire con- 
fidence of the President and the latter will 
not consider the question of his retirement 
until a position entirely satisfactory to the 
Commissioner has been provided. 

No decision has yet been reached con- 
cerning a successor to Mr. Evans, nor will 
any action be taken until the President is 
thorougnaly convinced that he has found a 
man of the same high character and ster- 
ling worth possessed by the present Com- 
missioner in so high a degree. 


LONG BRANCH COTTAGE BURNED ! 


Home of Mrs. Norman L. Munro May 
Have Been Fired by Robbers.

LONG BRANCH, N. J., March 17.—Nor- 
manhurst, the country seat of Mrs. Norman 
L. Munro, was destroyed by fire early this 
morning. The blaze was first seen by 


Isaac Dangler, the caretaker, at midnight, 
from his home ne@r the larger house. He 
notified the Fire Department by telephone, 
and then made an effort to save Mrs. 
Munro's $4,000 gold plated china set, but 
was driven back by the flames. 

Nothing was left of the cottage but two 
chimneys. The total loss on 
furnishings will amount to $60,000, part of 
which is covered by insurance. 

It is generally believed that the house 
was first robbed and then set on fire, as it 
burned from two distinct places at the one 
time. and was consumed with great rapid- 
ity. Mrs, Munro, who has arrived from 
New York, is investigating. 

The cottage was built in 1886, and was 
once the home of the late Vice President 
Hobart.

HANNA BOOM FOR PRESIDENT. 


The Talk Amuses No One More than the 


Ohio Senator Himself. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—Talk about 
the Hanna boom for President amuses no- 
body more than it does Mr. Hanna him- 
self. Mr. Hanna does not expect to be 
President of the United States nor to be 
nominated for the Presidency by a Repub- 
lican National Convention. Nobody inti- 
mates that a Presidential] bee is buzzing in 
the Senator’s bonnet. He is gratified as 
now and then some newspaper article 
comes under his eye in which favorable 
comment is made on the suggestion that 
he would be a good man to head the Re- 
publican ticket in 1004, but he knows that 
he would not be a vote winner, and he 
knows there is not the slightest chance 
that his capacity in that line will be tested. 

Whatever else may be said of Mr. Hanna, 
it is the universal opinion of those who 
know him that he is a decidedly hard- 
headed politician, with a fair amount of ex- 
perience in Presidential politics, and every 
hard-headed politician knows that Repub- 
lican Presidential candidates are not apt to 
develop out of Southern-grown booms. Mr. 
Hanna is fully acquainted with the histo- 
ries of the Sherman and the Alger booms, 
both products of the South. He has re- 
marked more than once that it is a case of 
a fool and his money when a man goes into 
an expensive campaign for Southern dele- 
gates to a Republican National campaign. 

President Roosevelt and Mr. Hanna are 
said to be on the best of terms. The rela- | 
tions between them do not, of course, pre- 
cisely duplicate those that existed between 
Mr. Hanna and Mr. McKinley, but it is be- 
lieved each likes the other very much and 
that a warm and strong friendship is 
growing up between them. It is said the 
Senator and the President have exchanged 
jokes about the Hanna Presidential boom 
and that the President is not at all dis- 
turbed when he comes across a pleasant 
little newspaper paragraph speaking of Mr.

Wiscortsin. The votes of most of these4 
came as a surprise, for while it was known 
that a number of Republican Senators were 
opposed to the subsidy scheme, it was not 
expected that more than one or two at 
most would have the courage to defy the 
party organization, which has been doing 
its utmost to secure the passage of the bill. 

The Democratic vote was cast against 
the subsidy scheme, with what the Demo< 
crats consider absolute unanimity. It is 
true that Senator McLaurin of South Caro- 
lina voted for the bill, but he has been read 
out of the party, admission to the Demo- 
cratic caucus has been refused him, and 
the Republicans have been notified to con- 
sider him as one of themselves. The Demo- 
therefore, do not consider that Mr. 
McLaurin's should counted as a 
Democratic one, and they hold that their 
vote was unanimous. The attitude of the 
Democrats was amusingly displayed in a 
sentence of Senator Berry's during a vote 
on one of the amendments offered by the 
Democrats.

In view of the votes cast in the Senate 


by the representatives of Wisconsin, Iowa, 
and Vermont, there is some speculation 
about the fate of the bill in the House, par- 
ticularly in the Nght of the disaffection 
among Republicans there with the House 
machine. It is, however, currently reported 
that if the Subsidy bill appears to be in 
danger, a deal will be fixed up whereby the 
House will pass the Subsidy bill in ex- 
change for the Senate’s passing the River 
and Harbor bill.

eral subsidy provision of the bill. 

Mr. Pettus (Ala.) offered an amendment 
providing that the total expenditure under 
the bill should not exceed $9,000,000 in any 
one year. It was agreed to, 44 to 22 

Mr. Bacon (Ga.) offered an amendment 
providing that one-fourth of the amount 
@iloted to ocean mail pay be reserved for 
the establishment of lines running to South 
American ports, It was rejected, 25 to 44. 

Mr. Patterson's amendment, providing 
that no vessel employing in its crew any 
Chinese person not entitled to admission 
to the United States shall receive any part 
of the subsidy. was rejected, 39 to 41. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Mallory. 
providing that no vessel should receive any 
Subsidy until the managing owner had 
filed an affidavit with the Secretary of the 
Treasury, declaring that no one owning an 
Interest in the ship had been a party dur- 
ing the previous twelve months to any 
combination in restraint of ocean trade, 
Wus rejected, 26 to 46, 

Mr. Culberson (Texas) offered an amend- 
ment providing for a remodeling of sub- 
sidized vesseis with respect to their use 
@s auxiliary cruisers. It was rejected, 25 
to 47. 

Mr. Spooner (Wis.) offered an amendment 
reserving to Congress the right to amend 
or repeal the act, not, however, impairing 
eny contract made under the bill. The 
emendment was agreed to. 

Mr. McComas (Md.) reoffered a part of 
the amendment of Mr. Vest, applying the 
provigons of the anti-trust law to the ships 
enefitted by the proposed subsidy, but it 
was rejected, 31 to 39. 

Mr. Hanna offered an amendment pro- 
viding that no foreign-built ship should re- 
ceive any part of the proposed subsidy 
under this act.

{ing that nothing in the pending bill should 
be construed to prevent an American citi-

Mr. Money (Miss.) proposed an amend- 
ment striking out all of that part of the 
bill providing for the encouragement of the 
deep-sea fisheries. It was rejected,

The bill then was reporied to the Senate. 
Mr. Aldrich (R. L) demanded a separate 
vote on the amendment of Mr. Pettus, lim- 
iting the total expenditure under the bill in 
@ny one year to $9,000,000. An amendment 
to the amendment by Mr. Bacon, limiting 
the amount of the annual expenditure to 
$5,000,000, was rejected. The Pettus amend- 
ment then was rejected, 30 to 42. 

Mr. Cockrell (Mo.) demanded a separate 
vote on Mr. Hanna's amendment providin 
that nothing in this act should be construe 
te prevent American citizens from aequir- 
Ing. holding, and operating any foreign 
steamship line The amendment was adopt- 
ed. 42 to 30.

THE SHIP SUBSIDY BILL. 


Provisions of the Measure Passed Yes- 
terday by the Senate—Classes 
of Vessels Affected. 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—The title of 
the subsidy bill passed by the Senate is: 

“To provide for ocean mail service be- 
tween the United States and foreign ports, 
and the common defense; to promote com- 
merce, and to encourage the deep sea 
fisheries.”’ . 

Title No. 1 of the measure, as passed, 
deals with ocean mail steamships and their 
subsidies, The Postal Subsidy act of 1891 
is sO amended as to direct the Postmaster 
General to enter into contracts for not 
less than five nor more than fifteen years 
with American citizens for the carrying of 
maiis on American steamships to such 
foreign points as will best promote the 
postal, commercial, and maritime interests 
of the United States; the mail service on 
such lines to be equitably distributed 
among the Atlantic, Mexican, Gulf, and 
Pacific ports and the contracts to be made 
with the lowest responsible bidder. 

The vessels employed in the mail service 
shall be American-built, and owned and 
officered by American citizens. During 
the first two years one-fourth of the crew 
must be American citizens; during the 
next three years one-third must be Amer- 
ican citizens, and during the remaining 
life of the contract at least one-half must 
be American citizens. 

The ships must be screw steamships of 
iron or steel, and divided into the tomtowing 
classes according to speed: First class, 20 
knots or over; second ciass, 19 knots; third 
class, 18 knots; fourth class, 17 knots; fifth 
class, 16 knots; sixth class, 15 knots; 
seventh class, 14 knots. 

All steamships of the first four classes 
shall be constructed with particular refer- 
ence to prompt conversion into auxiliary 
naval cruisers, and shall be of the highest 
rating known to maritime commerce. 

The rate of compensation for ocean mail 
service, to be paid per gross registered ton 
for each 100 nautical miles sailed from the 
port of clearance in the Unitdd States to 
the port of entry in the United States, ac- 
cording to the route required by the Post 
Office Department, shall not exceed the 
following: 

Steamships of the first class, 2 7-10 cents; 
second class, 2% cents; third class, © 3-10 
cents; fourth class, 2 1-10 cents; fifth class, 
19-10 cents; sixth class, 17-10 cents; sev- 
enth class, 1% cents. 

The rates of compensation to any vessel 
carrying mails to a foreign port in North 
America shall not exceed 70 per cent. of 
the maximum rates established. 

Mail steamships are required to carry 
as apprentices one American born boy for 
each 1,000 tons gross register. He shall 
be educated in seamanship and ongineering 
and rank as a petty officer. 

Title 2 of the bill provides for the gen- 
eral subsidv to be paid. It directs the 
Secretary of the Treasury to pay to the 
owners of any vessel in the United States, 
duly register2d and engaged in the foreign 
trade of the United States, a compensa- 
tion amounting to one cent per gross reg- 
istered ton for each one hundred miles 
sailed, not exceeding sixteen entries in any 
one year, and on each entry, not exceeding 
sixteen in any one year, for a period of 
five years from the date of registration 
ot a vessel of 1,000 gross tons, which shail 
be completed after the passage of this bill, 
one-fourth of one cent per gross ton for 
each one hundred nautical miles sailed, in 
addition to the above-mentioned compen- 
sation. The bill specifies certain vessels 
which shal! not receive compensation under 
its provisions, amoung them being vessels 
engaged in the coastwise trade exclusively 

Each subsidized vessel is required to 
carry as a member of its company one 
American boy for each 1000 gross tons, 
who shall be taught -eamanship and en- 
gineering. The owners of the vessel must 
agree bef re receiving compensation that 
the ship in emergency may be used by 
the United States for the National defense 
or for any public purpose, at a fair valua- 
tion for this service. 

Title *% of the bill directs the Secretary 

the Treasury to pay to the owner of a 
vessel, engaged in deep sea 
at least three months in any 
one vear, $2 per gress ton per annum, 
provided that at least one-third of the 
crew shall be citizens of the United States; 
and he tis directed to pay also to a citizen 
of the United States servirg as a member 
of such crew &1 per moth for the time 
he is necessarily emp'oyed., 

Title 4 provides that no vessel shall be 
giien compensation under two or more 
ttles of this act at the same time: that 
a subsidized vessel shall not be sald to a 
subject of a forelgn power. and that the 
Piesident of the United States shall cause 
proper regulations to be framed for the 
executicn of this act.

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 


Two Opinions Affecting the Inheritance 
Tax Handed Down. 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—In the United 
States Supreme Court to-day two opinions 
were delivered on the question as to whether 
the inheritance tax, provided under the War 
Revenue act, can levied and collected 
where the property passed is located in the 
United States and the testator and benefi- 
ciary are domiciled outside the limits of 
this country. Both opinions were delivered 
by Justice Brown, and in both cases it was 
held that the law does not apply. ; 

The cases were those of Ferdinand Ejid- 
man, Collector of Internal Revenue, ys. 
Miguel R. Martinez, administrator of the 
estate of Salvador Elizalde, a citizen of 
Spain. and Frank R. Moore. Collector, vs. 
Max Ruckgaber, executor of the estate of 
Mrs. Louisa Augusta Ripley-Pinede, who, 
while she was in New York, when she made 
her will, was the wife of a Frenchman.

Indorses President  Roosevelt’s 


Views After Exciting Debate. 
—— 

Opposition Numbered Fewer than a 
Dozen Members, Who, However, 
Vigorously Opposed the Resolu- 
tion of Approval. 


By anh overwhelming vote the Repub- 
lican Club of the City of New York has 
placed itself on record as opposed to the 
sort of protection that is fighting Cuban 
reciprocity. A resolution indorsing Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's pian for a reduction of 
duties on tobacco and sugar imported from 
the island was passed last night, after 
spirited and almost riotous debate that 
lasted until few minutes before mid- 
night. 

The resolution was not passed until the 
opposition, numbering fewer than a dozen 
members, had resorted to every conceivable 
parliamentary tactic to prevent its adop- 
tion. Wilbur F,. Wakeman, ex-Appraiser of 
the Port, whom President Roosevelt re- 
moved from that position, was the leader of 
the minority. He, supported by Fabius M. 
Clarke and A. LB. Humphrey, did all he 
could to secure the passage of a substitute 
resolution, and there were times during 
the controversy, as well as just before it 
began, when the Chairman, President Louis 
Stern, strove in vain to restore order by 
banging his gavel on the table in front of 
him. 

In these intervals there would be a dozen 
or more members on the floor at the same 


time, all trying to talk, some shouting at 
the top of their voices, some addressing 
their remarks at the President, and others 
hurling satire or reproach at their fellow- 
Gisturvers. ‘The resolution finally adopt- 
ed, the introducer having been Robert N. 
Kenyon, was as follows: 

That it is the opinion of this club that a 
moral and political obligation rests upon this 
country to reduce the tariff on Cuban sugar and 
tobacco, and to do se promptly, and that thar 
end can and should be reached by reciprocity 
without property loss to the people of this coun- 
try, as a whole, in the way, for example, recom- 
mended by the leaders of the Ways and Means 
Comniittee o1 the House of Representatives, 

Those who made speeches in favor of the 
decision were Coilector of Internal Revenue 
Treat, C. C. Shayne, Alexander Cauldwell, 
and Mr. Kenyon. They were assisted in 
their efforts by occasional exclamatory ex- 
hortations from other members, among 
them F. B. Thurber. 

THE SUBSTITUTE RESOLUTION. 

The substitute resolution, introduced by 
Mr. Humphrey, had to voted down be- 
fore the original one could be passed. This 
substitute was as follows: 

Resolved, Virst—That we reaffirm our adher- 
ence to the Republican platform of 1896 insuring 
adequate protection to the cane and beet sugar 
industries of the United States and the policy of 
reciprocity as declared in our platform of 19vv. 

Second—That we have maintained and will 
continue to maintain, and will faithfully dis- 
charge the obligations to Cuba assumed by virtue 
of the Treaty of Paris and the Platt amend- 
ment, and that we favor such commercial agree- 
iments with her as her Government, when estab 
lished, may be willing to make and which will 
be in harmony with our National policy of pro- 
tection and reciprocity, and 

Third—That no further action be taken by this 
club respecting the proposition to reduce the 
tariff on Cuban products coming into this 
country. 

The tactics of the opposition a!most suc- 
ceeded in preventing altogether a discus- 
sion of the Cuban matter. They did suc- 
ceed in leaving on the table the resolu- 
tions that had been left there trom the 
recent meetings, for the programme of the 
meeting Was so arranged that ‘ unfin- 
ished business’ was allowed ta pass and 
the order of * miscellaneous business" was 
in progress before the sympathizers of reci- 
prrcey knew *‘ where they were at."" Such 
sxeing the case, a new resolution had to be 
introduced, but the big majority saw to it 
that Mr. Kenyon had a chance to introduce 


it 

It was after various minor matters had 
been disposed of that Col. Dennison rose 
and made 4 motion to adjourn. In an in- 
Stant half the members were on their feet, 
and the rest were leaning forward in their 
Seats excitedly, some of them shouting 
unintelligibly. Col. Treat obtained the floor 
for a minute and said that the members 
had come to hear about Cuba and that they 
must have a chance. Then Mr. Wakeman 
made a point of order that “ unfinished 
business ’’’ had been left behind, and that 
a motion to adjourn was in order. The 
President sustained this point and an- 
nounced that the motion to adjourn was not 
debatable. 

Ten minutes of debate followed, never- 
theless, the President trying in vain to re- 
store a semblance of order. Mr. Wakeman 
got the floor again, while Mr. Kenyon, Mr. 
Cauldwell, and others stood and shouted. 
The ex-Appraiser said that the only thing 
his opponents could do was to appeal to 
the Chair. He was interrupted from all 
sides, but insisted on explaining his point, 
after which a member jumped up and de- 
elared that 
been seconded, and was therefore no good. 
This started another outbreak. 

‘We cannot revert to unfinished business 
now,” cried Col, Dennison. 

“Appeal from the President's 
shouted Mr. Wakeman 

“No, no! Give us a chance! Point of or- 
der! Sit down!” yelled the members. 

c. C. Bhayne managed to get in a few 
words. He said nobody wanted to appeal 
trom the Chair, and that he thought every- 
one ought to admit the fairness of allow- 
ing consideration of a tcpic which two- 
thirds of those present especially wanted 
to discuss. Alexander Cauldwell made a 
motion to revert and insisted upon it, but 
the President finally anrounced that the 
by-laws forbade the club to change the or- 
der of business, and therefore the motion 
could not be discussed. Mr. Shayne said 
half the members had not known that un- 
finished business was past. 

‘**Maybe not,” shouted Col. Dennison, 
‘‘ but we who attend to our business in the 
front of the room can’t be responsible to 
those who desert to the rear.” 

Mr. Shayne called attention to the fact 
that the attendance was so large that 
mcst of the listeners were forced to take 
back seats or even stand in the hallway. 
Then, after still another outbreak of many 
voices, the President said the motion to 
adjourn, having been seconded, would be 
voted upon.

It was a rising vote, 
and the victorious side burst into song 
when they saw that everything was going 
their way.

LOSERS IN DUTCHESS COUNTY. 


Collapse of Bunnell & Eno Investment 
Company of Philadelphia Hurts 
Small Investors. 

Special to The New York Times. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Mareh 17.—The 
money investors of this city and Dutchess 
County, especially in the vicinity of Pine 
Plains, will be heavy losers by the col- 
lapse of the Bunnell & Eno Investment 
Co. of Philadelphia. It is thought that 
the aggregate losses of Dutchess County 
people will be between $400,000 and $500,000. 
William 8. Eno, the late President of 
the company, formerly lived at Pine Plains, 
this county, and his reputation among his 
fellow townsmen caused them ‘o invest 
much of their belongings in the company. 
There was considerable excitement in the 
law offices here to-day, clients coming 
from all over the county to ascectain what 
chances they had of getting their money 


back. 

Lawyer Allison Butts, who has returned 
from Philadelphia, where he investigated 
the affairs of the company, said this after- 
noon: * By all the mortgages that have 
become due, according to investigations 
thus far made, the company has collected 
at least $350,000, which has been used up. 
Some of these mortgages may have been 
cancelled by the company and some may 
remain uncancelled. The question may 
arise in the future as to whether the pay- 
ments made to the company by the mort- 
gagor without requiring the papers to be 
surrendered or delivered up, are good pay- 
ments. The prevailing opinion, however, 
seems to be that the payments to the com- 
pany were good because the company acted 
as agents in collecting and the mortgagor 
had no reason to suppose that the company 
was not authorized to receive payments.” 

Zebulon Rudd, who was the recognized 
local agent for the company, stated that he 
expected a statement from the receiver ina 
few days, and that matters could not be 
discussed in a proper light until such state- 
ment had been received.

Woman Lived Twenty-four Years with 
One Husband, Then Calimly 
Took Another.

STEVENS HEIRS DEFENDANTS.

OMAHA, Neb., March 17.—Attorneys rep- 
resenting the creditors of the Omaha Loan 
and Trust Company, which failed several 
months ago, leaving creditors in New Eng- 
land and Eastern States to the amount of 
more than a million dollars, to-day filed suit 
against H. F. Wyman, to whom, several 
days before the crash, $50,000 was turned 
over as trustee of the Stevens heirs of New 
York to compel Wyman to return this 
money and allow the Stevens heirs to share 
with the other creditors, 

The Omaha Loan and Trust Company 
did a large business in mortgage loans on 
Western farms, and in 188% $50,000 was 
given them to invest for the Stevens es- 
tate. The money had been in their posses- 
sion ever since and was secured by a mort- 
gage on farming property. It Is claimed 
by the creditors that the turning over of 
the $50,000 was illegal and that the Stevens 
estate should share with the other c¢redit- 
ors and. receive its proportional part of

CAPTAIN DIAMOND'S CASE 


Appeal of Convicted Policeman Be- 
fore the Supreme Court. 


Counsel! for Appellant Argues that Facts 
Supporting His Indictment Do Not 
Constitute a Crime. 


ALBANY, March 17.—The appeal in the 
ease of Police Captain Thomas J. Diamond, 
who was convicted of a misdemeanor in 
failing to suppress an alleged disorderly 
house in his precinct In New York City, 
was argued before the Appellate Division, 
Third Department, this morning. Capt. 
Diamond has paid a fine of $1,000 and now 
asks for a new trial. Assistant District At- 
torney Howard S. Ganz appeared for the 
people and former Judge J. Rider Cady for 
the applicant.

Continuing, Mr. Cady said: ‘* The facts 


adduced in support of the indictment do 
not constitute a crime. The rules of the 
Police Department do not require a Police 
Captain to suppress these houses. They do 
require that their existence be reported, 
thereby recognizing their existence as prop- 
er and legal. The purpose of their being re- 
ported is that they may be kept under 
proper surveillance. The city charter says 
such houses shall be inspected and 
disorderly acts therein repressed and sup- 
pressed. The Penal Code, designed to cover 
the entire State, makes one keeping a house 
ot prostitution guilty of a misdemeanor. 
While the Vena! Code is in full operation in 
New York City as elsewhere, in the statute 


| defining the duties of the police specifically 
, no criminal responsibility attaches for the 


existence of conditions which are beyond 
their control, but those conditions are made 
the basis for specific duties. 

* Where an act must be willful before it 
becomes indictable the use of the word 
‘willful’ involves in the statutory offense 
the element of criminal intent.

NORTH RIVER TUNNEL. 
Mayor to Give a Hearing on Measure 
Enabling the Pennsylvania Road 


to Construct One. 


Mayor Low on Friday morning will give 
a hearing on the bill pertaining to the tun- 
nel of the Pennsylvania Railroad under the 
North River, and introduced by Assembly- 
man WKelsey, of the Cities Committee. The 
bill is “‘to amend the Greater New York 
Charter by adding a section in relation to 
franchises of tunnel railroad corporations, 
now or hereafter incorporated, for 
structing and operating tunnel railroads to 
connect with other railroads ané@ form 
thereby a continuous line between a point 
or points within, and a point or points with- 
out the Ciiy of New York." 

Stripped its legal verbiage, the bill 
provides that the Board of Aldermen may, 
at its discretion, approve franchise for 
the Pennsylvania Railroad to allow this 
road to construct a tunnel from a point in 
New Jersey to a point in Manhattan, and 
also to erect such stations and facilities 
for access to the surface as may be neces- 
sary. The compensation to the city is to be 
paid at intervals of not more than twenty- 
five years, and to be readjustable. This 
will therefore allow the Board of Alder- 
men to fix the rate of compensation at any 
time it wishes. A length of time for the 
completion of the tunnel is also to be stipu- 
lated in the franchise 

The proposed franchise for this tunnel is 
on entirely difefrent lines from the present 
tunnel tranchise for Manhattan. In the 
present enterprise the builders have a 
fifty-year franchise, and the preference to 
the present construction was given. The 
city also furnished the $46,000,000 necessary 
for the completion of the tunnel. In the 
Pennsylvania tunnel the city will not fur- 
nish any money, and the railroad will have 
to find the $80,000,0U0 necessary in the 
open market. 

No opposition is looked for at the hear- 
ing, and Mayor Low, it is expected, will 
approve the bill.

BALTIMORE, March 17.—The

ANARCHISTS ATTEMPT MURDER. 


Police of Elizabeth, N. J., Believe that 
They Intended to Kill Lutheran 
Pastor of That Place. 
ELIZABETH, N. J., March 17.—An at- 
tempt was made last night, the police think, 
by Italian Anarchists to murder the Rev. 
Mr. Houst, pastor of the German Lutheran 
Church, on Centre Street. His injuries may 

prove fatal. 5 

After the shooting of the late President 
McKinley, Mr. Houst preached a sermon 
denouncing anarchism. In November his 
son disappeared, and he subsequently re- 
ceived letters threatening his life and say- 
ing that his son was dead and in perdition. 
An attempt was made to abduct his 
daughter. 7 

Last night, as Mr. Houst was preparing 
to retire, he heard steps on the front porch. 
As he opened the door to investigate he 
wus struck on the head with a ‘blunt tIn- 
strument and felled to the floor. As he lay 
prostrate one man gagged him while an- 
other drove a knife into his body, inflicting 
a deep wound under the seventh rib. The 
point of the knife struck a small pocket 
comb in the minister’s waistcoat pocket. 
This prohably saved his life. 

Mr. Houst’s young son heard the noise, 
and, seizing his gun, ran down stairs. As 
he opened the door he saw two men disap- 
pearing down the street. The boy and his 
mother carried the wounded minister into 
the house and sent for Dr. Funk, who lives 
in the neighborhood. Dr. Funk said that 
the stab was not mortal, but that the 
weund on the head was very serious,

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DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL 


Two New Plays at the Theatres 
Last Night. 


“Soldiers of Fortune” at Savoy and 
“Sky Farm” at the Garrick—Con- 
cert by Mme. Calve—Mr. 
Bauer's Recital. 


In spite of Augustus Thomas’s modest 
disclaimer, in his speech last night after 
the third act of ‘Soldiers of Fortune" at 
the Savoy Theatre, there are strong and 
indisputable traces of his handiwork in the 
play. Passage after passage in the dia- 
logue, and those among the most telling, 
were touched and pointed with the racy 
vernacular of his wit. ‘“‘ A woman with no 
illusion and no sense of humor ain’t worth 
a two-spot in a dirty deck. * * * Every- 
thing has dried up in her mouth and left 
a brown taste.’’ Mr. Davis could no more 
have written this sort of thing than Mr. 
Thomas could have written Van Bibber. 
There are, besides, occasional bits of clever 
construction in the dialogue that throw out 
the character and the situation with an ef- 
fectiveness that not usual even with 
practiced playwrights. 

Yet there is every reason to give a gen- 
to Mr. Thomas's 

namely, that Mr. Davis wrote not only the 

book but the play, and that as it was his 
first theatrical baby, he felt the need of 
help and called Mr. Thomas in. 

The main point in which the play differs 
from the book is that it neglects the earlier 
chapters, mainly laid in New ‘York, in 
which Clay is in love with the elder and 
more conventionally minded of the Lang- 
ham sisters. In the book, it may be re- 
membered, his ardor cooled when he found 
that she did not appreciate his achieve- 
ments as a cowboy and soldier of fortune, 
and especially as railway and mining en- 
gineer, and on the other hand discovered 
that the younger and adventurous sister, 
Hope, did appreciate all this. Even as de- 
scribed at length, his change of heart 
seemed somewhat sudden and the motive 
for it not altogether worthy; and on the 
stage the episode is obviously impossible. 
Clay loves Hope from the beginning, and 
Hope revels adoringly in the dirt of his 
mines, which is copiously in evidence on 
her skirt. 

For the rest the play pretty faithfully 
follows the book. The first act takes place 
at Clay’s cabin, near the mines in a South 
American Republic of fanciful name, and 
the revolution is broached for motives 
which have in part to do with the proceeds 
of the mining. In the second act, which 
takes place in front of the cottage of Mr. 
Langham, the New York millionaire, who 
owns the mines, the revolution is on the 
brink of breaking out. Amid the excite- 
ment there is a rather sympathetic and 
amusinb love scene between Clay and Hope. 
The third act shows the hall of the Presi- 
dent’s house when the coup d'état is at- 
tempted, and ends with the rescue by Clay’s 
soldiers from the mines. The fourth act is 
at the Customs House and telegraph sta- 
tion, and brings the general clearing up of 
the situation. 

It can scarcely be said that the play had 
any distinguishing theatrical quality, and 
aside from three rather hastily sketched 
characters, of Clay, Hope, and the Engineer 
McWilliams, it had no distinctively Amer- 
ican character. It is a melodrama of mod- 
ern life, and, it should be made clear, a 
very good one, full of genuine feeling and 
bright lines. In the main the plot is plausi- 
ble and presented in a workmanlike man- 
ner. The play shares and perhaps empha- 
sizes a fault of the book, namely, that at 
that point which was last night reached at 
the end of the third act the real story was 
all told. From a purely technical point of 
view this is of course a mistake. But the 
scenes and the people possess enough vital- 
ity to carry on the interest for another act, 
and it would be pedantic to ask more than 
this 

The only situation that really misses 
fire is at the end of the first act. Clay is 
challenged to a duel by the revolutionary 
leader, and thinking to awe him into silence 
by a display of marksmanship, shoots at a 
Whisky bottle at least four paces away. 
As the scene was enacted last 
missed the bottle entirely and hit the cook 
in the bushes beyond, who ran on the stage 
sore wounded—for no particular 
that could be discovered. 
Clay appears bedecked with decorations, 
but he modestly says that he got them for 
swimming, and says nothing more about 
marksmanship. 

It is generally understood that something 
has happened among Broadway managers 
to make them all see more stars than are 
visible, in any considerable stellar mag- 
nitude, to the unprejudiged eye. Mr. Edeson 
is one of these stars, and last night, for the 
first time, it was to be understood that he 
“swam into our ken.” 

Some sympathetic and popular qualities 
he undoubtedly has, but he lacks the air 
of distinction and the Greek profile that 
are attributed to Clay, and also the inches. 
or rather yards, that Mr. Gibson's draw- 
ings gave the Clay of the book. These are 
venial- shortcomings, but it is not so easy 
to forgive his mannerisms—a certain poise 
of the head, a downward toss of the right 
shoulder, and, most of all, a tendency to 
a nasal draw! that at times has an unpleas- 
ant suggestion of self-satisfaction. These 
are not the attributes of a competent actor, 
to say nothing of a star. 

Mr. Edeson’s little speech was as olever 
and sympathetic as his performance was 
not, and was genuinely modest without 
being inarticulate. He was visibly ill at 
ease in having to face the audience alone, 
and spoke with real regret of the times 
when “Mr. Frohman used to push him 
on and Miss Adams to ‘take him on.’” 
Perhaps all this was well rehearsed, and 
indeed, why should it not be? If <o, it 
was his cleverest bit of acting. 

The popular success of the evening was 
the character sketch of MacWilliams by 
Harry Harwood.

New Rustic Melodrama Well Received 


at the Garrick Theatre. 


Benjamin Breeze, a “ New 
Czar," had followed Marigold Towers, 
“child of nature,’’ through the forest, into 
the maple maze, seeking to steai from her 
the bit of paper that was the only exist- 
ing proof of her marriage to his son, He 
had other plans for the heir presumptive, 
and intenda that he should marry a rich 
girl and not the daughter of a poor but 
honest clergyman. 

Marigold fell exhausted under the maples, 
and just as her pursuer reached the spot 
the friendly tree showered a mantle of Au- 
tumn leaves upon her, 

At this point Edward E. Kidder's play of 
“Sky Farm,” by intent, was to illustrate 
the phrase printed on the programme: 

“Nature protects her child.” 

But the author evidently lost faith 
mother nature's ability to do so, for when 
the relentless Breeze rushed forward with 
a hoarse *“‘Ah! here’s the woman,” the 
good angel of the piece dropped from the 
tree's branches with the ejaculation: 

“And here’s the man!” 

Several times before ‘“‘ Neighbor Nixon” 
had done good service for the family of 
Towers, notably in the first act, when he 
discovered the codicil of a will that would 
have beggared them and given Sky Farm 
to the enemy. Once, indeed, moved by_the 
honest injunction of his sweetheart Jon- 
gui), he had turned over the codicil to 
Breeze, but that hot-headed person, think- 
ing it was a jury service, had torn the pa- 
per into fragments. 

Mr. Kidder has not blazed any new way 
through the mimic forests and the people 
in “Sky Farm" keep all the time in the 
well-beaten paths of bucolic melodrama. 
The characters and the expedients resorted 
to for the mirth-provoking process are no 
longer of the experimental kind; they have 
seen much service, and it would have been 
surprising had they failed of their purpose 
last night. That they did not fail cannot be 
attributed entirely to the friendliness of 
the audience at the Garrick, for rustic love 
affairs have ever had an element of comedy 
for city playgoers. In its more dramatic 
phases the play is up to the average of its 
class, and with neither characters nor inci- 
dents of marked originality it has occa- 
sional moments that are tense. 

Its chief distinction last night came from 
the efforts ofan excellent cast. The part 
of Benjamin Breeze is cast in the _ lines 
wherein old-time heavy men delighted, and 
Frank Losee kept entirly within those 
lines. Edwin Holt as the minister had lit- 
tle opportunity save for repression, and 
bis playing was dignified and_ self-con- 
tained. Jessie Busley played a hoydenish 
girl with her usual breezir.ess, and William 
T. Hodge was an amusing country lover. 
The other parts were well handled, and a 
wide-awake live baby had an ovation.

A CONCERT OF FRENCH SONGS. 


Mme. Emma Calvé, the gifted and ec- 
centric chanteuse of the Grau Opera Com- 
pany, recently conceived what seemed to 
her to be a new idea. She vould sing to 
the ignorant public of the American ime- 
trepolis the folk songs of her people, and 
there would be a revelation. In one of 
thcse conversations which carry in every 
fentenc? evidence of the careful prepara- 
tion of the passionate press agent Mme. 
Calvé set forth her thoughts on this mat- 
ter. The article begins thus: 

“Calvé loves her Provence, the land of 
romance, and she loves its lenguage and 
scngs, many of which she has known 
from her childhood, for they are the lulla- 
bies with which Provencal mothers sing 
their children to sleep. Among them _ is 
a he Song of King Renaud,’ one of the 
o'dest of French songs. Othcrs Calvé her- 
self has translated from the Provencal. 

“Furthermore she finds in these songs 
a recreation, she is thus able to ‘ get rid 
of Carmen,’ as she expresses it. 

*“** Cosima Wagner told me that her hus- 
band adored the oid felk songs of all na- 
ticns, and never tired hunting them out, 
said Calvé. ‘They interested Queen _Vic- 
teria more than any operatic arias. Every 
time I was summoned to sing for her, she 
used to request some of the French chan 
sons. Their simple grandeur appealed 
more te her than the trills and roulades of 
grand opera. So 1 thevghbt, if the greatest 
composers turn to the old folk songs for 
their inspiration, why nct a singer? My 
friends say I am ‘crazy '—but I prove to 
them that others are, too. There is a spe- 
cial art ef rendering the chanson. It is a 
story told in music—a_ recitative, broken 
cnly by: sweeping chords, such as the old 
troubadours used to strike upon their 
harps while improvising these songs. 
Many of them are not written at all, mere- 
ly preserved mn my memory, and Mrs. 
Baskerville, my accompanist, improvises at 
the piano when I sing 

Last night at the Waldorf-Astoria Mme. 
Calvé, with the assistance Messrs. Sa- 
lignac and Gilibert of the opera company, 
gave a concert of French songs. Its an- 
nouncement led one to suppose that the 
programme would be composed entirely of 
“‘chansons populaires.” There were, how- 
ever, some songs which could not be in- 
cluded under that designation. Certainly 
neither the * Plaisir d'Amour” of Martini 
nor the madrigal by an unknown author 
sung by Mr. Gilibert could be so classed. 
*O Magali,” ‘‘ Le Chanson Renaud,” 
and the “Chanson Bearnaise,”’ sung by 
Mme. Calvé, are popular songs, or songs 
of the people. But by what authority does 
Mme. Calvé Grétry’s ‘“* Serenade 
de Amant Jaloux "’? 

Besides being badly classified, the songs 
were not judiciously selected. There are a 
thousand and one French songs, the com- 
mon property of the people, to be found in 
such as the “Album de la 
Grand Maman” and other editions ar- 
ranged by the indefatigable Wekerlin, 
which would have amused and interested 
last night's audience, none too large a one, 
much more than some of those given. And 
why did not Mme. Calvé treat us to some 
of the delicious *‘ Chansons des Enfants ’’? 
There was only one ‘“‘ musette ”’ on the list, 
one “brunette,” and one “ bergerette.” 
There were too many songs by recognized 
composers. 

And the songs were none too well sung. 
In the delivery of the selections Mr. Gili- 
bert was “ facile princeps.’””’ He manifestly 
knew what he was trying to do, and he 
sang with a directness and certainty of ex- 
pression altogether admirable. His diction 
was captivating in its clearness, and his 
nuancing was eloquent. He proved himself 
a consummate artist in this genuinely ar- 
tistic line of work. Mr. Salignac was gen- 
erally unhappy. He sang out of tune and 
with an extravagance of accentuation and 
gesture altogether out of place. 

Mme. Calvé disclosed a sad Iack of ap- 
preciation of the nature of her self-imposed 
task. She resorted to cheap operatic tricks, 
such as no singer of folk-music should ever 
use, and she sang with a hard and unsym- 
pathetic voice, and frequently far away 
from the key. In short, French popular 
songs have been sung here with much more 
taste and skill by one of our local concert 
singers, and this same singer has shown 
much more skill in the matter of selection. 
Miss Jessie Baskerville played bald and 
unmusical accompaniments to the songs. 
The audience, which was apparently com-

The programme was not stereotyped, and 
for that a certain amount of gratitude was 
due the pianist It not at all often 
in these days that any one hears the com- 
positions of Mendelssohn and Haydn in-\ 
cluded in yesterday's list played in public. 
There may a difference of opinion as 
to their actual value, but relatively they 
are welcome because they lead us away 
from thoughts that we have to think too 
often. 

All that can be said of Mr. Bauer’s piano 
playing has been said in these columns, 
and were it not for the insatiable demand 
for comment it would be idle to say more.

THE FATAL WEDDING 
The Eleventh Hour. 
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Question Discussed by the State 
Medical Association. 


Care in Handling and Moving Cases and 
Vaccination of All Who Are Ex- 
posed to Disease Urged. 


The fact that an exceptionally large num- 
ber of cases of smallpox were reported yes- 
terday and that the disease is, according to 
the testimony of physicians, more prevalent 
in New York City than at any previous 
time, with one exception, caused unusual 
interest to attach to the discussion of the 
disease at the meeting of the New York 
County Branch of the State Medical Asso- 
ciation at the Academy of Medicine on 
West Forty-third Street last night. Drs. 
Charlies 8S. Benedict, S. Dana Hubbard, and 
Frank S. Fielder, who led the discussion, 
are all connected with the Board of Health, 
and consequently have a more than prac- 
tical knowledge of the malady. 

It was evident from the papers presented 
that the doctors intentionally avoided the 
question of the mortality of smallpox. Dr. 
Hubbard, who was himself in attendance at 
North Brother Island for two was 
asked, after the meeting, the reason for 
this. He said that it was to avoid discus- 
sion. 

‘As a matter 


years, 


of fact,’’ said Dr. Hub- 
bard, “ smallpox is causing greater mortal- 
ity to-day than it was ten years ago. The 
reason is that the opening of the new 
countrie S in the kar Eust has brought new 
virus to this country, and it is the malig- 
nancy of this that is causing the 
trouble. I believe that the existing prev- 
alence of smalipox is due to the large 
amount of travel between this country and 
the Philippines. 

Dr. Hubbard’s paper was upon the subject 
“ Smallpox and its Treatment.’ He said: 

‘in the first piace, the patient should be 
solated as soon as the disease is suspected, 
and the family should be informed, and 
patient should be confined in a room away 
irom the family. Unfortunately, many 
eoctors do not observe this precaution, Once 
having settled the case, it is necessary to 
remove the patient. The earlier the re- 
moval the beiter for the patient. The per- 

son affiic ted should be covered by blankets, 

he ad and all, and should be carried to the 

u um bula nee through back hallways and un- 
requented alleys. 

‘When the patient is removed from his 
room at home, that room should be closed 
and sealed, and not opened until the Health 
Otficer comes to perfom his umigation. 
The rest of the house should be aired and 
cleaned, Everything that the patient has 
touched should thoroughly washed and 
aired Inexpensive objects shvuld be 
destroved.

As to the question of permanent scars, Dr. 
Hubbard said that no sure means of pre- 
venting them had as yet been devised. In 
scme cases prescribed methods succeeded, 
in others they failed. 

Dr. Frank 8. Fielder spoke upon 
ject “What Constitutes Efficient 
tion?"’ He quoted a considerable number 
of certificates to prove that the greatest 
immunity and the least mortality of those 
catching smallpox after being vaccinated 
Was in cases where four scars had been 
made at the time of primar vaccination, 
Dr. John H. Branth took the floor in the 
informal discussion and condemned the 
anti-vaccination party. 

Dr. David P. Austin took issue with 
Fielder upon the subject. of the four in- 
sertions of the virus. He said that he be- 
lieved successfu: immunity from smallpox 
was to be attained by frequent vaccination 
instead of by multipie scars.

Q.—Did you know Rice was a 
A.—No. I knew he was wealthy. :

Q.—How soon after Rice’s death did you know 
the genuineness of those documents were in 
dispute. A.—Not until Patrick's arrest. 

Q.—Why did Patrick come to your house early 
on the second day after Rice died? A.—To tell 
me of the postponement of the funeral. 

Q.—How many assignments did Rice execute” 
A.—The general assignment, three or four others. 

Q.—Were the assignments executed in dupli- 
cate? A.—I don’t remember. 

Mr. Osborne produced a copy of the as- 
signment of all Rice’s personal property 
in safe deposit vaults and asked the wit- 
ness if it was a true copy. He said he 
guessed it was. It bore what purported to 


be Rice’s signature. 
Q.—Where is the original of this carbon copy? 
A.—I don't know. 
Q.—They were executed 
A.—They must have been. 
Q.—You said they were all executed on the 
same date. A.—They speak for themselves.

Inventor Bequeaths $100.000 to City of 
Worcester to Erect a Bronze 
Statue of Himself. 
WORCESTER, Mass., March 17.—The will 
of Jerome Wheelock, inventor of the 
Wheelock engine, who was at first sup- 
posed to have died intestate, was found 
Sunday at his home and to-day filed in 
Probate Court. The estate is valued at 
from $500,000 to $600,000. The Worcester 
Safe Deposit and Trust Company is made

To the town of Grafton, Mass., the will 
gives $100,000 for a Town Hall, when that 
sum has accumulated from the principal of 
the trust fund, and $100,000 to the City of 
Worcester for the erection of a bronze 
statue of the testator, $100,000 to Harvard 
University to be held as the Jerome Wheel- 
ock fund, and $100,000 to Clark University, 
also to be known as the Jerome Wheelock 
fund. 

When the principal accumulates a fur- 
ther $25,000 it is given to be divided equally 
between Clark University, Worcester Art 
Museum, Washburn Home for Aged Wo- 
men, and the Children’s Friend Society.

Woman Who Wrote B Book that Was 
Partially Indorsed by Dr. Rains- 
ford Gets Three Months. 


Mrs. Ida C. Craddock, who was arrested 
on March 5 charged with violating Section 
317 of the Penal Code, in using the mails 
improperly, came up for sentence before 
the Court of Special Sessions yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Hugh O. Pentacost, who repre- 
gented the defendant, handed to the court 
two letters from the Rev. Dr. W. S. Rains- 
ford, with a plea for modification of sen- 
tence. After reading the letters Judge Mc- 
Kean said he regarded the book which the 
prisoner was accused of writing and selling 
as extremely blasphemous, although the 
letters, he said, showed that it had been 
partially indorsed by Dr. Rainsford. 

There was introduced in evidence a letter 
from William T. Stead, in which he ex- 
pressed keen regret at the charges brought 
against the woman, and stating that he in- 
closed £10, which he asked her to accept 
for her pressing needs. He said she had 
been too broad in some of her phrases, but 
that she had meant to do a great ethical 
work. He bore testimony to her character, 
he having been her employer in London.

BARK DAMAGES STEAMSHIP

Dr. Porsch and Son Charged with 
Swindling the Government. 


Federal Officers Looking for a Dis- 
missed Examiner Who Is Believed 
to he Implicated in the Case. 


The arrest yesterday of Dr. Ottokar 
Porsch and his son, Joseph E. Porsch, 
President and Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Porsch Chemical Company of 19 Liberty 
Street, by Deputy United States Marshals 
Blake and McAvine, promises to expose 
a systematic scheme by which the Federal 
Government has been robbed of many 
thousands of dollars. 

The officers are looking for I. Merwin 
Rayner, formerly of 6 St. Mark's Place, 
New Brighton, 8S. I., but who is.now sup- 
posed. to be in Greenport, L. I. Rayner 
Was an examiner in the Public Stores, and 
it was he who suggested the plan that has 
brought trouble to the Porsch family. 

Rayner was suspected of crookedness by 
Ex-Appraiser Wilbur F. Wakeman, and 
an investigation showed that he had vis- 
ited many firms and had submitted, in his 
own handwriting, to importers a proposi- 
tion, of which the following is a copy: 
LENTHERIC ECONOMY OF ADMINISTRATION. 


1, Have all goods invoiced at one-half the list 
price, thus—if list is 48f., invoice at 24f. 

2. Take off at end of invoice 20 per cent. dis- 
count. This gives virtually 50 per cent.—20 per 
and 20 per 
cent., as before. 

%. Diminish soap and alcoholic weight on in- 
voice by 1-3, (one-third.) 

4. Have all the small samples of extracts, &c., 
you will care for put on invoice as “ smail 
sample 8, gratis.’’ They will be passed free, 

5. Goods in excess can be introduced—of any 
kind you choose. 

G. You can have extracts of any kind that pay 
60 and 46 on the invoice as soaps of the same suite, 
(pay only 15 cents per pound and occupy same 
bulk room in case.) Thus for 10-ounce extract 
Orkedee, you can have 10 ounces L—— Orkedee, 
&c. 

7. Any other way you can think of for economy 
will be permitted. All invoices will be found 
just as you enter them correct. 

It was found that Rayner had urged upon 
Henry W. Robinson of Russman, Galland 
& Wechmar of 51 Franklin Street the ad- 


visability of profiting by his scheme. Mr. 
Robinson identified Rayner and the copy 
of the proposition. He said that Rayner 
first called on him in November. 

Mr. Robinson told him that his firm could 
nol do anything wrong, whereupon Rayner 
made his proposition and asked for an 
advance of $100. He gave Mr. Robinson his 
card and told him to send the money by 
express to the address on it. 

Mr. Robinson asked Rayner 
profited. 

“ Oh,”’ was Rayner’s reply, “ this can be 
very easily settled ‘In the future. In fact, 
I weuld want 33 1-3 per cent. of the profits 
on the scheme.” 

Mr. Wakeman caused Rayner’s dismissal 
last December, and since that time special 
agents have been closely watching firms 
with whom he was supposed to be in collu- 
sion. The result was that undervaluations 
were discovered in a recent importation by 
the Porsch Company. The invoice was 
valued at $700 in American money. The 
market prices of the articles are placed by 
zeltaple dealers in chemicals at more than 

5,500, 

The Government was entitled to a duty of 
25 per cent. ad valorem, or $1,325, whereas, 
only $120 was paid.

prcfits of every class of producers. Ob- 
viously what will produce these results 
must tend toward socialism. That 
precisely what is not only done, but is set 
as the aim of the protective system, and 
especially of the Ship Subsidy bill, which 
Was passed by the Senate yesterday. 
The one plea in favor of the Ship Subsidy 
bill which seemed the most effective and 
which was the most earnestly pressed is 
that the payments from the Treasury 
will enable ship owners to give higher 
wages, and will enable them at the same 
time to secure a profit for themselves. 
It is claimed that in open competition 
with the rest of the world our shipbuild- 
ers cannot build cheaply enough to get 
the trade. The bill proposes to make up 
the difference from the taxes. It is 
cla:nmed that when the ships are built 
they cannot be run in open competition 
with the rest of the world and pay the 
wages American sailors demand. The 
bill proposes to give them money from 
the Treasury to enable the ship owners 
to pay these wages, In other words, it 
is the State that decides whether the 
trade of building ships, or that of sail- 
ing ships, or the work of sailors on the 
ships shall be profitable or not. The 
wiidest Socialist in the land never sug- 
gested a more complete interference with 
the laws of competition or a greater 
absorption of control by the State of 
private business.

Corporation Counsel Rives replied yester- 
day to the criticisms which have come 
from Albany in reference to the provisions 
of the bill offered by Mayor Low to change 


the motive power from steam to electricity | 


in the Park Avenue tunnel of the New York 
Central Railroad Company. 

Asked as to who had prepared the bill 
Mr. Rives said:

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


The House Begins Consideration of the 
Pending Measure—Mr. Burton 
Explains Its Provisions. 
WASHINGTON, March 17.—Sprays of 
shamrock in honor of St. Patrick’s Day 
graced the lapels of the coats of half the 
members when the House met to-day. Im- 
mediately after the approval of The Jour- 
nal the House went into Committee of the 
Whole and commenced the consideration of 

the River and Harbor bill. 

Mr. Burton, (Ohio,) who was in charge of 
the measure, in his opening statement 
said he would confine himself to discuss- 
ing some popular misapprehensions with 
reference to it. In the first place, he said, 
the impression existed that the bill care 
ried something over $60,000,000 for the en- 
suing fiscal year, whereas it carried “but 
$24,000,000 of actual appropriations, the re- 
maining $36,000,000 being simply authorized 
to be appropriated under the contract sys- 
tem. He denied that the pending measure 
carried larger appropriations than any 
previous bill. In 1890, he said, the actual 
appropriations in the bill exceeded $25,000,- 
000. For the current year the appropria- 
tions contained in the Sundry Civil bill to

$37,000,000, against $41,000,000 for the two 
previous years. 

Mr. Burton also denied that unworthy 
projects for the improvement of bays and 
absorbed the appropriations.

CONSPIRACY BILL AMENDED. 


Important Change Relating to Injunc- 
tions—Senator Hoar Reports 
the Measure. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—Senator Hoar 
from the Committee on Judiciary to-day 
reported the bill limiting the meaning of 
the word ‘conspiracy,’ with an important 
amendment in the nature of an exception. 
The bill as introduced provided that no 
combination in furtherance of any trade 
dispute “shall be deemed criminal, nor 
those engaged therein be indictable 
or otherwise punishable for the crime ef 
conspiracy, if such act committed by one 
person would not be punishable as a erime, 
nor shall such agreement, combination, or 


; contract, be considered in restraint of trade 


or commerce, nor shall any restraining or- 
der or injunction be issued with relation 


The amendment is inserted in lieu of the 
am ae ” in the above quotation, and is 
as follows: 

“Unless the purpose or effect of such 
conspiracy shall be to create intimidation 
by a show of physical foree, or the court 
shall find that the combination has for its 
the ocecasioning of injury to the 
property or business of the complainant, or 
is likely to result in such injury, nor except 
such purpose be proved to the satisfaction 
of the court, or the court find that such is 
likely to be the effect.” 

The amendment was agreed to by a par- 
ty vote in a meeting of the committee early 
in the day. Members of the committee 
zenerally say that the practical effect of 
the amendment would be to leave the pres- 
ent law unchanged.

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PRINCE HENRY WEAR HOME 


Deutschland Reached 
Cherbourg Yesterday- 


The 


The Prince Greatly Impressed by the 
Orderly, Cheerful Crowds in Amer- 
ica—Arrangements for His Re- 
ception at Cuxhaven, 


PLYMOUTH, March 17.—The Hamburg- 
American liner Deutschland, from New 
York March 11, having on board Prince 
Henry of Prussia and his suite, passed the 
Scilly Islands at 8:30 o'clock this morning, 
and reached this port at 12:30 P. M. The 
Deutschland remained three-quarters of an 
hour in these waters, and then proceeded on 
her journey to Cherbourg and Hamburg. 

Prince Henry, who is browned, hardy- 
looking, and completely rested after his 
visit to the United States, spent most of his 
time during the voyage on the bridge, with 
the Captain or First Officer of the steamer. 
The Prince was on the bridge when the 
Deutschland entered this harbor, and he 
waved a cheerful greeting to the German 
Naval Attaché in London, Capt. Koerper, 
and other friends who went out to the 
steamer on the company’s tender. 

The Deutschland’s voyage was pleasant 
and uneventful. During the first few days 
the Prince was tired out, and mixed but 
little with the other passengers. He dined 
with his suite at a separate table in the 
general saloon, but otherwise he passed the 
time on the bridge or in his own rooms. 
During the latter part of the voyage, how- 
ever, His Royal Highness appeared fre- 
quently on the promenade deck, and talked 
freely and pleasantly with his fellow-pas- 
sengers, as he did on the outward trip. 
The only people formally presented to the 
Prince at his own request were Mrs. How- 
ard Townsend Martin, Mrs. C. B. Alexan- 
der, and Miss Susan McCook, all of New 
York. The passengers speak in the highest 
terms of Prince Henry's atfability to all, 

The German Consul here, T. W. Fox, de- 
livered to the Prince a number of telegrams 


and letters, including a mesasge from Em- 
eror William. Prince Henry said to Herr 

Ox: 

“TJ have had a charming time, and, geo- 
graphically, have seen a third of the United 
States. 1 am giad, of course, to get home.” 

Vice Admiral von Seckendorff said: 

* We made 23 knots an hour and had a 
weather all the way. The Prince enjoyed 
his trip and is now keenly anxious to see 
his family and the Emperor.” 

All the members of the Prince’s suite ex- 
pressed themselves as highly pleased with 
their visit to the United States, whieh they 
described as a wonderful country. 

Capt. Albers, commander of the Deutsch- 
land, gave a dinner in honor of the Prince 
‘yesterday in the main saloon, which was 
richly decorated with flowers, flags, and 
Testoons of colored electric lamps. A hun- 
dred sailors performed a musical march.

Prince Henry says he was so tired when 
he boarded the Deutschland at New York 
that he slept almost continuously for forty- 
‘eight hours, except for the time he ap- 
peared for his meals or to take short 
walks on the bridge. He says he never 
worked so hard in his life as when he was 
in the United States, that he never changed 
his uniform so many times a day or faced 
a succession of situations requiring such 
alertness and a certain initiative on his 
own part. They were situations which 
could not be met with merely formal be- 
havior or the mechanical execution of a 
reutine programme. 

While conversing with members of his 
suite Prince Henry has alluded to many 
things in connection with his trip. He has 
mentioned nothing more frequently than 
the fact that not a single unpleasant inci- 
dent occurred in the United States. Ideas, 
scenes, and impressions were crowded upon 
him too rapidly for proper appreciation at 
the moment, perhaps, but, as the Prince | 
eaid. 

“We have accumulated 
think about for months to come. 

When one of his party inquired what had 
impressed him most, the Prince replied that 
the great, orderly and cheerful crowds had 
been his most continuous impression, and 
would probably always be one of his most 
vivid impressions. 

Continuing, the Prince said he saw crowds 
out of doors and in doors—faces of men and 
women, with here and there a powerful, or 
a beautiful, or a spiritual face. He said 
his regret, if he dared to say he had any, 
was that he could not know some of those 
people better.

Her first trip 
to the Bermudas was made in 71 hours, 
after which she covered the 1,200 miles 
between that port and Barbados in 5 days, 
at an average speed of 240 miles a day. 

It was 3:30 P. M., on the afternoon of 
June 21, 1900, that the Endymion started 
on her famous transatlantic trip.

ODD TALE OF MARITAL WOE 


Musician Says He Did Housework 
and Nursed the Children. 


Committed His Impressions of His Wife 
to a Diary—She Found It, Tells a 
Differént Story, and Wants Divorce. 


Mrs. Almira C. Lawton, an artist, and 


Frank H. Lawton, a musician, occupied the 
entire day of Justice Levintritt in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday in relating two sides 
to a remarkable story of domestic infelicity. 

The husband, who is a mild-mannered lit- 
tle man of about fifty, told in a plaintive 
tone a tale of household drudgery on his 
part which reached its climax in these 
words: 

*Your Honor, I was all that a father 
could be and all that a mother ought to be 
to my children, I fed them, I washed them, 
dressed them, soothed them, fondled, and, 
when they were young, rocked them.” 

Mrs. Lawton, who in the suit, which is 
one for separation on the grounds of cruel 
and inhuman treatment, claims to be the 
real aggrieved one, also told a story of 
painful drudgery which at one time she 
said forced her to the duties of cabin boy, 
ship’s cook, helmsman, and able seaman 
on a houseboat which the Lawtons occu- 
pied during the Summer months. But it 
Was not in these charges that Mrs. Law- 
ton found the basis for her suit. Her hus- 
band had kept a diary and scrapbook in 
which he jotted down fragmentary 
thoughts and fleeting conclusions, as he 
labeled them, of “the joys of‘ married 
life ’—most of them far from flavored with 
flattery of his wife. It was this, she al- 
leged, that finally compelled her to leave 
him. 

Mrs. Lawton, as the plaintiff, was the 
first witness called to the stand, and exam- 
ined by her counsel, Francis W. Russell. 


Her demeanor was very firm. She did not 
dwell at any length on the cruelty charges, 
but had her counsel introduce in evidence 
and read to the court her husband's diary. 
She said that she found the diary last Sum- 
mer, and after reading extracts from it de- 
cited that she could no longer live with 
m, 


MR. LAWTON’S TESTIMONY. 


Mr. Lawton when called upon to testify 
in his own defense made his way slowly to 
the stand, glancing furtively every now and 
then at his wife, but when he had gained 
the witness chair he pulled himself to- 


gether and at times during his examination 
became fired with indignation when it was 
Suggested that he had not done his full 
duty as head of the Lawton household. 

In answer to questions put by his counsel, 
Henry William Helfer, he said that he had 
been married in Bridgeport fourteen years 
ago. He said that then he was a musician, 
earning from $2,000 to $2,500 a year. In 
1900, he said, his wife and his mother-in- 
law persuaded him to come to this city and 
assist in the management of an art store. 
His wife was an artist, ‘‘and really quite 
a genius.’’ Then he told of their efforts to 
make the art store pay. 

His counsel asked him if he had ever 
compelled his wife to sleep in the cellar, 
and Mr. Lawton replied that as most of 
his time was spent in the cellar looking 
after the kiln in which the china painted 
by his wife was fired, he did not see how 
she could ever have had an opportunity to 
sleep there. He said that he worked four- 
teen hours a day, during the course of 
which he washed dishes, cooked, scrubbed, 
made picture frames, looked after the kiln 
in the cellar, washed and dressed and 
looked after the children. His wife held 
her art classes in the daytime. At night 
she went out, sometimes staying until 2 
o'clock in the morning. 

“Where did she spend her evenings?"’ Mr. 
Lawton was asked. 

‘You say you worked fourteen hours a 
day, but what was your share, for personal 
uses, out of the joint profits of the art 
store?’ "he was asked. 

“The profits were sometimes as much as 
$20 a day, you know, and I can remember 
having had as much as five cents a day to 
spend. I would buy a package of tobacco a 
week, and now and then a newspaper. I 
never used liquor as a beverage, so you can 
see that I was not what you could call ex- 
travagant.”’ 

Mr. Lawton told of his wife finally leav- 
ing him last July. He was then on the 
houseboat—which was moored to the shore 
of the Shrewsbury River, in New Jersey— 
with his boy, Frank, who was sick. He 
had gone to the houseboat when his moth- 
er-in-law came to see his wife. A few days 
after his arrival there, he said, his wife 
went down to see him and told him that 
she was going to spend the following day 
with her mother in Long Branch. ‘“ We 
parted with a_ kiss,” he said, “and I 
thought that all was right between us. I 
did not know that she had found my diary,” 
whispered the witness. 

Cross-examined Mr. Lawton was asked 
if his wife had not given him an overcoat 
at one time. He replied: 

“In the fourteen years of my married 
life I spent exactly $20 on clothes. The 
coat my wife gave me was a second-hand 
coat that her dead husband had left her.” 

“‘Did not your wife pay $25 for a set of 
false teeth for you?” 

“ Never, Sir, never,”’ replied the witness 
indignantly. “I paid for my teeth out of 
my own pocket.”’ 


EXTRACTS FROM THE DIARY. 


During the course of Mr. Lawton’s cross- 
examination the following extracts from 
his diary and scrapbook, in which Mrs. 
Lawton was referred to by the initials A. C. 
and himself by F. H., were read to him. 


He said that some of them might appear 
rude, but that the circumstances that gave 
rise to them fully justified the sentiments 
expressed. 

© women! 
Bah! A disgrace to womanhood, a disgrace to 
wifebood, a disgrace to motherhood—only think- 
ing of her own advancement—any one can ad- 
vance without dragging down others, but this 
slimy thing can advance over the carcass of 
those who should be near and dear. 

Last night the brute got a novel, and F. H. 
‘practiced late, knowing A. C. would read late 
every night. She, for over a week, had read 
until after 12, always keeping F. H. awake, but 
last night until nearly morning. F. H. lay 
awake with this brutal fiend keeping him 
awake. 

F. H. nape in a dream a beautiful piece of 
music, and the first thing in the morning he 
tried to get the motif, like an unfixed 
silver print, had almost faded away. F. H. 
conscientiously swept up the store and got things 
ready for business before sitting down, and his 
health depended on a certain form every day 
with any departure causing trouble of a serious 
mature. F. H. got all ready for his breakfast 
and waited for A. C. to come to relieve him 
efter eating her own breakfast. Here was A. C, 
locked in her private apartment writing a letter. 
She had eaten her own breakfast to—with any 
one else. She knew I was waiting and could not 
get any until she returned. This selfishness 
rather made my breakfast go down hard, and 
really spoiled my day, as it gave me a bad at- 
tack of indigestion, but I tried to recall the 
music, and all the forenoon worked with a head- 
ache, and one of the most exasperating haif 
' days were spent. Every one that came into the 
store seemed determined to see how far they 
could us me up. The motif of my dream music 


had fled me. 

A. C. said: ‘‘ Here is your luncheon.’’ F. H., 
busy thinking, said: ‘‘ Bring it again.” F. H. 
was trying desperately to hang on to the ideals 
he had been coaxing. ‘‘ Harry, look at me, [ 
am in a great hurry; I am going out with Mrs. 
Otten, and I cannot wait, and I brought your 
luncheon; do sit down.’’ Still no reply; she 
knew F. H. was poring over a composition, and 
with characteristic, manly cruelty, she was go- 
ing to be heard. ‘** Harry, are you going to an- 
swer me?"’ F. H. could not contain himseif 
any longer, and said, not in anger, but in utt 
despair: ‘‘ Will you ever get through?”’ A. C. 
siammed down the tray with a bang that made 
everything rattle, and whirling on her heel, went 
through the door with a rush, and gave it such 
2 slam that there was no doubt what she thought 
of the matter. F. H. was in no mood to write 
music out of his héad; he was in no mood to 
eat; it would have checked him so.

F. H. is play- 
ing a lively strain from ‘* William Tell’’ when 
the plank goes down, pitching her and groceries 
in the water—having a derrick rigged to hoist 
Mrs. Lawton on and off the boat. 

Frank (ihe Lawtons' oldest child) wants a 
banana, and after eating two, he said to mamma: 
*‘ My soul wants another.”’ To me: ** Does 
your soul want anything?'’ I have schooled my 
soul not. to want anything, and then I am not 
disappointed. 

After the extracts had been read Mr. 
Russell called Mrs. Matilda Otten, a friend 
of the plaintiff. She testified that she had 
visited often the studio of the Lawtons, at 
2,337 Seventh Avenue, on frequent occa- 
sions for the purpose of taking lessons in 

. painting. 

Q.—When you went there what did Lawton 
seem to be doing? A.—Nothing, He would go 
in and out, take his wheel, take a ride for a few

Q.—Did Lawton practice much? A.—Yes, he 
would play so much that his wife's students 
could not go on with their lessons.

Mrs. Mertie Sherman Blair of 225 West 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, also 
called for the plaintiff, when asked if she 
had ever heard Lawton say anything about 
his wife, replied: 

‘TI did—just seven years ago, and in his 
wife’s presence, and on a day when she 
had made $15 and he not a penny. He said: 
‘If a millstone had been put around my 
neck and I had been thrown into the East 
River, I could not have been worse handi- 
capped than I have been by that woman— 
his wife—and what he said was so unjust 
that I have remembered it all these years.” 

The case was not concluded.

| Judge Aspinall Comments on the Num- 
ber of Boys Who Insult and 
| Rob Women. 


Yesterday was sentence day in the Kings 
County Court, and a feature of the pro- 
ceedings which moved Judge Aspinall to 
express himself as to local condittons, was 
that all of the prisoners arraigned before 
him were under twenty-one years of age. 
The prisoners had been convicted of various 
offenses. 

“Brooklyn,” remarked Judge Aspinall, 
“is infested with young crooks who insult 
women on the street and rob them. We 
have got rid of the professional crooks and 
we are going to break up the gangs of 
young loafers. If the Law and Order So- 
ciety should come here on some Monday 
morning they would see that we are doing 
more in one minute than they are doing in 
a year.” 

When Isaac Jones, a young man who had 
pleaded guilty to bigamy, was arraigned, 
Judge Aspinall regarded him with what 
seemed to be a look of sympathy. Jones 
had pleaded that he was intoxicated when 
he married wife No. 2. 

“Well, Jones,’’ observed the Court, “I 
think you’ve been punished enough. One 
wife is generally enough for a man, and 
when he has two, he has all the punish- 
ment that is necessary. You may go.”

Many Preferred Shareholders Express 
Willingness to Exchange. 

So many holders of preferred stock of the 
United States Steel Corporation have sig- 
nified their willingness to exchange their 
stock for the proposed new bonds that the 
bankers who are in charge of the issue are 
assured of more than one-half of the nec- 
essary amount to put the scheme through. 
Among those who agreed to turn in their 
stock are some large holders of stock in 
Pittsburg. A majority of the large holders, 
however, it appears, are unwilling to con- 
vert more than a portion of their holdings. 

A circular giving the details of the plan 
will be issued in a few days after J. P. 
Morgan’s return. Mr. Morgan is expected 
home to-night. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


WiLL DRAWN BY AN INCOMPETENT PER- 
son.—Surrogate Church of Kings County, 
in a will case which was lately before him, 
called attention to the folly of some per- 
sons in not consulting lawyers, but intrust- 
ing important legal matters to commis- 
sioners of deeds, or notaries, who assume 
to be able to discharge the duties of attor- 
neys. The will in the case before him was 
that of Adolph Donner. It had been drawn 
by a commissioner of deeds, who, the 
Surrogate says, apparently knew nothing 
of the requirements necessary to be fol- 
lowed in executing a will, except what 
might be learned from a blank such as 
could be secured from any stationer. The 
instrument was drawn on a printed blank, 


which consisted of four pages. On the 
second page there was a place for the 
signature of the party making the will, 
and following it on the same page was a 
printed attestation clause. The third page 
was entirely blank, it acting as a back 
for the paper. The testator and the wit- 
nesses had signed on the second page, but 
on the third page, which would ordinarily 
have been the back of the will, there had 
been written a number of provisions as if 
they were a part of the will. There was 
not the slightest attempt, however, to make 
it a part of the will, not even to number 
it ‘‘page 2." There was, therefore, the 
Surrogate decides, no subscription “at 
the end of the will,” as required by 
statute. ‘It is unfortunate,’’ the Surro- 
gate says. in conclusion, ‘that’ the 
blunders and ignorance of this commis- 
sioner of deeds should thwart the inten- 
tion of the deceased, but as was said in 
the matter of Andrews (162 N, Y. 1): ‘It 
is better this should happen under a proper 
construction of the statute than that the 
individual case should be permitted to 
weaken those provisions calculated to pro- 
tect testators generally from fraudulent 
alterations of their wills.” The result of 
this case should serve as further warning 
to persons that the employment of incom- 
petent persons instead of lawyers is a 
false economy.’

CAUSE OF ACTION ON NOTE Not DIVISIBLE. 
—George F. Morse, as the executor of an 
estate, sold some of its property to Arthur 
R. King, and took the latter's note in 
payment. The estate was distributable 


among five rsons, and one of these, 
Beatrice P. King, after the note was due, 
secured from Mr. Morse an assignment of 
her fifth interest and brought an action 
against Mr. King to recover the amount.

BRIDGE EXTENSION PLAN 


“ould Infringe on Rights of Staats- 
~ Zeitung Owners. 


They Have a Compact with the City 
Which Provides Against Further 
Building on Park Row. 


In view of Bridge Commissioner Linden- 
thal’s plan for the extension of the ele- 
vated bridge terminal across Park Row, in 
connection with his scheme to relieve the 
daily crush at the Manhattan end of the 
Brooklyn Bridge, Controller Grout called 
attention yesterday to the compact between 
the city authorities and the owners of the 
Staats-Zeitung, by the terms of which the 
city agreed not to build on Park Row be- 
yond the point to which the bridge elevated 
structure now extends. 

The injunction was obtained: by Oswald 
Ottendorfer Oct. 20, 1884, according to the 
records in the Corporation Counsel's office, 
and was discontinued on Nov. 1885, be- 
cause of the perfection of this compact. 

Deputy Bridge Commissioner Robinson, 
when asked how far the legal obstacles 
would operate to prevent the execution of 
Mr. Lindenthal’s plan, said: 

‘I believe that the scheme will be carried 
out, for I think that when all of the parties 
at interest get together there will be found

| no insuperable legal objections to the at- 


tainment of real rapid transit. The sub- 
way, the elevated roads, and the new 
bridges must be connected in some way. 
Of course, if property is damaged, the city 
must pay for it. 

“The Commissioner is aware that the 


proposed structure over Park Row cannot 
be built without tne consent of the Board 
of Aldermen, and he never intended that it 
should be. As soon as the plans have been 
completed, they will be submitted to the 
Board of Aldermen and to the Board of Es- 
timate. He does not think there will be 
any objection to them.’ 

Mayor Low was asked about Mr. Linden- 
thal’s plan, and he replied: 

“The Bridge Commissioner, as I under- 
stand it, is investigating every possible 
plan of relief, but [ have no idea that he 
will proceed to execute any before he con- 
sults with the Mayor, which he has not 
yet done.”’ 

Herman Ridder of the Staats-Zeitung 
said that the compact with the city is just 
as binding to-day as it ever was, and that 
any attempt on the part of the bridge au- 
thorities or the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company to extend the bridge platform be- 
yond the points on_ which it abuts now 
would be opposed. He pointed out that the 
extension of the platform would be unnec- 
essary, because two of the new loops could 
be placed outside of the present loops, and 
the so-called manxganine floor would not 
have to be removed or the bridge platform 
pushed forward. 


COUPON BOXES IN PLACE. 


Commissioner Lindenthal’s plan for get- 
ting information from passengers using the 
Brooklyn Bridge was put into operation 
vesterday. Twelve bix boxes, aluminium 
colored, were placed in various positions 
about the Manhattan end, in which the 
public are requested to drop coupons pre- 
viously cut from the newspapers and filled 


in. Following is a sample of the coupons: 
Business address in Manhattan 
Place of residence in Brooklyn 

Do you traverse the bridge route daily, except 
Sunday? 

At what hour, mornings and evenings, do you 
cross the bridge? 

Would you prefer one of the ferry lines, pro- 
vided you had improved trolley service from and 
to the ferries landing in Brooklyn? 

If you prefer ferry service, state which. 

The boxes are about three feet high and 
two feet by two feet square. They have in 
the top an aperture about five inches long 
and one inch wide, They are chained to the 
pillars of the bridge, and placed along the 
route most frequented by persons when 
hurrying toward the ticket sellers. Three 
of them are down stairs at the main en- 
trance, and near the trolley loops. The 
other nine are up on the promenade. In 
big black letters this sign is painted on each 
side of the boxes: 

DROP BRIDGE COUPONS HERE. 

In spite of the fact that the boxes are 
big, the coupons are small, and that half 
of the thousands that crossed the bridge 
last evening didn’t know what they were 
for, the boxes were well filled before the 
rush hour was over. 

Several people mistook the boxes for those 
of the ticket choppers, and, without look- 
ing, dropped in their elevated road tickets. 
Then when they were stopped by the ticket 
takers, and discovered their mistake they 
wanted their tickets back. But there was 
always a policeman handy, and the angry 
traveler was persuaded to buy another 
ticket. 


Knives, Clubs, and Revolvers Figure in 
a Fracas on West Street—One 
Man May Die. 

A desperate battle between. several white 
men and a score of negroes took place in 
a shipping office at 93 West Street last 
night, in which knives, clubs, and revolvers 

were brought into play. 

Clifford Rayford, thirty-three years old, 
a colored sailor, of Jacksonville, Fla., is in 
a dying condition in the Hudson Street 
Hospital, his skull fractured, and his body 
severely bruised from kicks and blows. 


Two of his assailants, Arthur Fisher of 56 
West Street and Alfred Steelman of #2 
West Street, who also are sailors, are 
locked up in the Church Street Station, 
charged with felonious assault. 

The fight started when Fisher accused 
Rayford of stealing 75 cents from him. 
The men had been waiting outside the ship- 
ping office for several companions, with 
whom they were to go South to-day on a 
steamship of the Clyde Line. They had 
just started in to fight when their friends— 
one being a white man (Steelman) and the 
others negroes—came up, and immediately 
sides were formed. Rayford, however, fled 
un stairs to the nee office, Fisher fol- 
lowing, and there the two men fought a 
desperate duel. Rayford had a razor, but 
Fisher grabbed it from him, and then dealt 
the negro a teriffic blow on the_ head, 
knocking him down. He followed this up 
by beating the prostrate man on the face 
and body until the negro’s friends rushed 
up stairs. 

Steelman followed them, but was thrown 
down the stairs to the street. The negroes 
then surrounded Fisher. He broke away, 
however, and dashed from the office to the 
street, the negroes following closely on his 
heels. A number of sailors and longshore- 
men sided with the whites, but there were 
more than twenty colored men grouped to- 
gether, and they fought the men off. The 
arrival of the police put an end to the 
scrimmage. 


VOELPEL HEARING CONCLUDED. 


Magistrate Olmstead Reserves Decision 
in the Case Until To-morrow. 


Before Police Magistrate Olmstead yes- 
terday, in the Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court, the hearing of the case against 
John Voelpel, who is charged with: killing 
his mother, was concluded. The Magis- 
trate reserved his decision until to-mor- 
row, after a motion to dismiss the case had 
been made by the defense. Three police- 
men testified to the boy’s actions after the 
murder of his mother. A ten-year-old boy, 
Attilla Ferenendez, gave tistimony as to 
talks he had had with the prisoner after 
the murder. This was not regarded as im- 
portant, as he did not seem to be able to 
understand the significance of an oath. 

Policeman Kieram testified that he had 
first seen a knife produced by Asistant 
District Attorney Lord two days after the 
murder. He had remarked to the boy that 
it was strange that, though the place had 
been carefully searched immediately after 
the digcovery of the body, this knofe had 
not then been found,

“FIT THROWER’S” TRICKS 


Beggar Who Has Victimized Many 
Charitable People. 


Physicians Say He Is Able at Will to Ac- 
ceierate or Retard His Heart's 
Action. 


Imitations of epileptic fits and attacks 
of heart disease have yielded George Gray, 
twenty-six years old, and in other respects 
a plausible beggar, an income of from $15 
to $20 a day, according to his own admis- 
sion, now that he is in the hands of the 
police. The ‘“ professional fit thrower,” as 
they call him, is also a curiosity of nature 
in that he possesses the power of acceler- 
ating or retarding his heart action at will, 
according to the physicians at the Presby- 
terian Hospital. 

He was first taken there by Bicycle Po- 
liceman Walter Leazenbee as a sop to the 
feelings of a crowd of sympathizing folk 
who were only too ready to become his 
victims when the policeman arrested him 
Sunday afternoon just as he was in the 
midst of one of his most absorbing tricks. 


His pulse when he reached the hospital was 
105, and he seemed in a state of collapse. 
The doctors thought at first that he was 
a fit subject for their care, but Gray, how- 
ever he brought it about, could not keep 
up the deception, and on the way to the 
East Sixty-seventh Street Police Station, 
he left no doubt as to his shamming, for 
he broke away, and, according to Leazen- 
bee, tried to use a knife when recaptured 
after a hot chase of one block. 

For seven years Gray’s name has been 
near the head of the “ black list”’ of the 
Charity Organization Society, and when 
arraigned before Magistrate Mayo in the 
Yorkville Police Court yesterday he was 
held in default of $500 bail for further ex- 
amination to-day at the request of Agent 
James Forbes of that society, who prom- 
ised io bring to court many who had been 
swindled. 

Buffalo, Boston, New Haven, Newark, 
and other cities have known Gray and his 
methods, according to the police, who say 
that he is a swindler from choice, as he is 
a college graduate and has more than a 
smattering of medical lore. ‘It is said, too, 
that though he lives in a small room in 
Twelfth Street, near Third Avenue, he is 
the son of a prosperous resident of Brook- 
lyn. Orders to arrest him on sight were

Gray tumbled down in front of the resi- 
dence of Isaac N. Heidelberg, at 42 East 
Sixty-ninth Street, just as Jesse I. Straus 
ot 49 East Seventy-fourth Street was com- 
ing out. ‘‘ Heart failure; digitalis; quick— 
I am dying!"’ he gasped as Mr. Straus, 
Milton Einstein of 15 est Seventy-ninth 
Street, and others ran to him. Another 
minute and he would probably have been 
carried into one of the handsome residences 
of the block and treated with restoratives 
and cash, but Leazenbee came along just 
then and noticed an army hat and the cav- 
ity of a missing tooth, the salient points of 
his police description. Admitting his iden- 
tity, Gray pleaded that he was sick, and 
so affected was Mr. Einstein that he pro- 
tested that it was a shame to arrest a man 
in such a condition, and gave the prisoner 
50 cents as he tottered away to the hospi- 


tal.

TWO KILLED, OTHERS MAY DIE. 


Caving in of a Sandbank During Exca- 
vation Work in Brooklyn Has 


Fatal Results. 

As a result of the caving in of an em- 
bankment on Forty-sixth Street, between 
Eighth and Ninth Avenues, Brooklyn, early 
yesterday morning, two men lost their lives, 
and two others were seriously injured. The 
men were members of a gang of laborers 
who have been at work excavating in a lot 
at the point mentioned for several days. 
The accident is supposed to have been due 
to the softening and loosening of the sandy 
soii. 

About a dozen of the laborers were at 
work under the embankment when a large 
section of it caved in without warning, 
burying half of the men under tons of sand. 
The other workmen set to work immedi- 
ately to dig out the buried men. Two of 
the men who had been only partially buried 
were dragged out unhurt. The rescuers 
next reached Carlos Cennatto, forty years 
old, of Sixty-first Street and Thirteenth 
Avenue, and Louis Framare, thirty-six 
years old, of the same address. Pramare 
was dead when dragged out. Antonio Pas- 
tora, forty years old, living on Thirteenth 
Avenue, near Sixty-first Street, and Angelo 
Montelbin, forty years old, of 229 Johnson 
Avenue, were the last of the men to be 
taken out. 

Cennatto and Pastora were found to be 
suffering from interna! injuries, while three 
of Montelbin’s ribs had been crushed in. 
Word of the accident was sent to the 
Forty-third Street Police Station, and a de- 
tail of police was sent to the scene. The 
injured men were removed to the Norwe- 
gian Hospital, where Cennatto died a short 
time afterward.
